rescue workers still digging for 
bodies from the island's worst 
quake disaster in 60 years, The 
tremor killed at least four per* 
sons and Injured about 50, police 


The epicenter of the new 


tremors was 1ft the same hilly, 
poverly*strlcken 
countryside 


where 
hundreds were killed 


Jan, 15. 


ft toppled scores of walls and 


buildings In the same dozen 
towns badly hit by the first 
quake and In some communities 
which previously suffered little 
or no damage, 


Police In Trapant said they re- 


ceived reports that a police ser- 
geant and two firemen were 
crushed to death tinder a falling 
wall in Glbelllnfl, a town that 
had been totally destroyed 10 
days ago. 


Another death was reported at 


Partanna, which was til 30 btdly 
hit earlier. 


The Island's rescue forces re- 


turned Immediately to a disas- 
ter footing. More soldiers were 
rushed to the stricken area from 
Trapanl. 


Helicopters took to the air 


with plasma and medicine, Am- 
bulances raced out of Trapanl 
and sped off along the winding, 
cracked country roads. 


Police evacuated all populat- 


ed centers that had been left 
standing after the first disaster. 
Even the thousands of refugees 
who were being lodged In out- 
door tents fled. 
$ In the larger cities of Paler- 
"too, Trapanl and Agrlgento, on 
the edge of the disaster zone, 
the new tremor panicked tens of 
thousands. They rushed out of 
houses and offices and made off 
fn cars that clogged country 
roads. 
] The new shock hit the already 
devastated area In mldmornlng 
a' force of more than eight on 
the 10-polnt Mercalli scale. An- 
other tremor followed soon aft- 
er. 


Buildings and walls that were 


badly damaged In the earlier 
quake 
shook 
and 
collapsed, 


catching some rescue workers 
underneath. 


Until today, the workers had 


uncovered 224 bodies In the var- 
ious towns. They kept digging, 
seeking' I'SO'o'r 'so bodies still be- 
jieved under the debris. 
" I n recent days officials have 
Convinced some 12,000 survivors 
of the Jan. 15 disaster to move 
into buildings set aside for thorn 
In towns on the fringe of the 
stricken 
zone. But about the 


/same number of refugees stead- 
fastly refused to leave tents In 
fhe countryside for fear of new 
tremors that might kill them if 
ihey were In buildings. 
" The tremor shook the western 
part of the island as Sicilians 
were beginning to believe that 
jthe shocks that had tormented 
piem for 10 days had come to an 
end.

CHAMPION DRIVER A. J. Foyt is as particular about 
the condition of his family car as he Is with the racing 
Coyotes of his own design.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—Although the status 


symbol for racing drivers these days is not 
a big superpowered street machine but a 
single- or twin-engined airplane, the men still 
know the importance of proper vehicle main- 
tenance. 


Jack Brabham, Graham Hill, A. J. Foyt, 
Parnelli Jones, David Pearson, Mario An- 
(Jretti, Jirn Clark and a number of other 
champion drivers all take to the air when 
they're not racing. Personal cars, for them, 
are merely easy ways of moving from A to 
B, Yet their cars are always in mint condi- 
tion, > 


Foyt, who is probably the world's winning- 


est driver (three-time winner at Jndy, for 
openers), admits to being a fanatic on pre- 
ventive maintenance. 


"Don't let anybody tell you a car doesn't 


need regular attention, even a new one," 


Foyt says. "I learned early in this gauic 
(feat it costs far Jess to keep a car in good 
running condition than it does to Hv it after 
it breaks down," 


A. J., among other things, designs and 


builds the Coyote racing cars with which he 
wins a fair share of races. The car costs 
$50,000 a copy. Jts dohc fuel-injected engine 
displaces 255 cubic inches and is rated at 
5?& horsepower. 


•»We hand-tool many parts and use the best 


of everything," A. J. says. "That way. if 
inything goes out. it won't be because of 
workmanship." 


liuj Foyt's car 
is still 
disassembled. 


cleaned and inspected before each race His 
mechanics look for signs of wear, such as a 
scuffed cylinder or a scored tearing Tires, 
jgnjtion parts and lubricants are routinely 
replaced alter each race. 


"We figure that one race, where straight- 


away speeds hit 205 miles an hour, is about 
equal to two months of driving tor UH- aver- 


age motorist," Foyt says. "So we change oil 
after every race, just like any smart motor- 
ist does every 60 days." 


His concern for car care extends to the 


family automobiles as well, although he re- 
lies on a local service station to perform the 
maintenance required to keep his warranty 
valid and his car operating reliably. 


"These guys know their business," A. J. 


says. "Cars today are so complicated that 
one man can't be an expert on every phase. J 
know my cars but I still need lots of expert 
help to keep them in top shape." 


A strong believer in safety inspections, 


Foyt insists on them for his family car so that 
his wife and children are protected. 


"Many accidents could be prevented if 


people would only take their cars to a serv- 
ice station every couple of months and have 
them properly inspected. Brake and steering 
troubles are often never discovered 
until 


after an accident. Yet it takes only a few 
seconds to see whether there's plenty of 
brake fluid in the master cylinder or whether 
the tie rods need tightening." 


When the tremendous strains of racing 


produce a breakdown in one of Foyt's cars, 
he doesn't rest until he has uncovered the 
nature of the failure. 


In 1965, when driving in a 100-mile race in 


Milwaukee, the left rear wheej suspension of 
his car snapped when he was negotiating a 
turn at HO miles an hour. Foyt spun into a 
retaining wall and broke several ribs. De- 
spite the injury, he worked until 4 a.m. to 
find the cause. 


••For 10 laps, $5ti.ouo was a lot to spend," 


he says. But he insists (hat such failures 
must be eliminated if a driver is to race >ut- 
tessfully. 


'•Remember the last 500 at indy? The tur- 


bine car was actually a faster machine and 
led most of the race. But it broke down, 1 
won because my car performed pertecth 
throughout the race." 


Racing cars can't really be compared to 


street machines But both have (pur wheels, 
brakes, clutches, engines and electrical sys- 
tems. And they won't Junction unless the\ 're 
maintained.
